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“Story of Rockies” Proves 
Interesting to Everyone 


Dr. Allan at.Philosophical Society Tells the Geological Story-——They 
Are Only 12,000,000 Years Old 


A ctowded auditorium, greeted Dr. 
J, A, Allan on Wednesday evening 
when he delivered ‘the third public 
lecture for the year of the ‘Philo- 
sophical Soeiety. > His ‘subject was, 
“The Story of the Rocky Mountains.” 

Tracing their history through the 
ages, Dr. Allan finally described 
them -as they réally are today. He 


presented: the facts about-the glaciers } 


and lakes-in so interesting, and: vivid 
a manner that the most amateur 
geologist could understand. The 
great interest ef the lecture was also 
heightened by the flashing on the 
wall of a great, number of photo- 
graphs, pictures and drawings. 


Mountains, said the-lecturer, are 
the beginning and end of ‘all natura) 
scenery. To fully appreciate the 
beauty of the natural’ scenery of 
mountains, “it ig first necessary to 
know something’ of their origin. Con- 
trary to the,.cemmon bellef, new 
mountains are still being formed by 
‘external “agents such (as erosion. 
Mountains, as a whole, may be classi- 
fied as original, including most~ vol- 


canoes and also the Reckies, and sub-: 


sequent, where the surrounding coun- 
try has ‘been’ affected by _ their 
growth. The name: of all. mountains 
west of the Canadian plains is the 
“Cordillera,” which is divided “into 
eastern, ‘central sand: western belts. 
The eastern “belt has; in it two. sys: 


tems-—the. Arctic and Rocky; the. 
Arctic -including the. Richardson 
mountains, and ‘the -Rocky( system: 


taking! in,,the:.Mackenzie and, Rocky 
range. It is interesting to note ‘that 
great mountain ranges always border 
. iamense continental masses. Always, 
at Idast. in-the beginning, ‘mountains 
were right by the shore line. -'Back 
in: prehistoric times part ofthe pres- 


ent Rockies were submerged;'and the | 


other part bordered immediately ‘on 
the'-sea. 

The ‘topography of the mountains 
is the’ result: both of erosion and the 
gradual up-thrusting of the rock. 
_Overthrusting often resulted-Jwhen 
the’ more massive rocks of the west 
were thrust over the, softer strata 
forming the under structure. of: the 
plains: .Our rivers have: their origin 
in the fact that when the mountains 
first “arose the glaciers were’ turned 
up and drained eastward. Dr. Allan

A ‘recent move on the part of the | 
Board of Governors was the appoint: | 
ment of Mr. L. H. Nichols as official | 
organist of the University, of Alberta, | 

As an organist of noté, Mr. Nichols | 
needs no introduction to the studént | 
body, but it is not so certain that 
everyone is cognizant of the wide ex-| 
perience which he ‘has had in -that 
capacity. 

Mr. Nichols began-his. study unde 
Drv Pod. Wsley;. organist: of. Sti 
George’s, Church, in Montreal, under 
whom he practised. for twelve years; 
acting in the dapacity of assistant 
organist. for_a large “percentage of | 
that time. Latér, he became organist | 
and. choirmastér of Douglas? Metho- 
dist Church in Montreal. There,’ and 
at, other churches, he played until the 
outbreak -of the war, when: he enlisi 
ed. At the conclusion of the war, 
Mr. Nichols returned: to Montreal, 
and ‘then; in the autumn’ of 1922, 
came to the University of Alberta’ as 
a lecturer in Physics. Since. that time 
he has been organist of Knox Pres- | 
byterian Church for almost two ‘rears, 
as’ Well as being a motive force in 
musical endeavor in the Glee Club} 
and in other Varsity activities: Cer- 
tainly, the Board of Governors could 
not have made a. wiser or a iaoré 
popular choice. = 

As official organist, Mr. Nichol} 
will regularly. conduct. the musica! 
part, of the Sunday: morning service 
in Convocation Hall, and he plans to 
enlarge. the choir to some, fifty. cr 
more voices, as well .as to} introduc. 
mixed+voice singing ‘to a great extent, 
thereby greatly enhancing the beauty 
of the service.

Hurthermore, 
there -/are’ many to”. whom. the 
Christmas spirit is. something which 
is to be found in stuffed turkeys ‘or 
which bubbles over in large: puddings. 

For persons of ‘these categories it 
can only be , prophesied. that. their 
contribution to the-welfare of the 
world, and more»partictlarly. to the 
community or family-group, of which 
they form a’ part, will be exceedingly 
meagre. 

“But I am sure 1 have always 
thought of Christmas time. when “it 
came around—apart from the \vener- 
ations due to its sa¢red name and 
origin, if anything belonging to it 
can be apart from that—as ‘a good 
time, ‘a kind, forgiving, charitable, 
pleasant:time,’’.: Probably no one has 
done so. much ‘to stress the festive 
side of the Christmas celebration as 
Charles Dickens, and’ ‘yet no. one ap- 
preciated more than he the necessity 
of: maintaining that. spirit of good:- 
will throughout the, whole, of life, ‘so 
that thé ‘social ‘order might be: im- 
proved, and that the world as a ‘unit 
might. be a better place to live in. 

But: inspite “of our manifold de- 
ficiencies in the way we: disseminate 
this .Christmas spirit, there never was 
a time in. which it was so: highly de- 
sirable ‘that: there should be/no im- 
pairment, of it. It counteracts. the 
innumerable’ disintegrating social and 


all, as. probably. nothing else can, of 
the. necessity of univérsal atonement ” 
expresséd in one large brotherhood.

- Goodwill 
of the ‘kind which is cultivated: over 
foaming glasses will not go very far 
in ‘the effecting” of.:solufions for the 
many social, political. and interna- 
tional/ problems, which eonfront us 
today. When Matthew Arnold de- 
seribed Shelby as “a beautiful»and - 
ineffectual angel, beating in the veid 
his luminous wings, in vain,’? he also 
gave a most.accurate description of 
those members of society who, while 
appreciating the importance of main- 
taining the Christmas spirit, fail to 
accomplish the end désired, simply — 
because they Jack the training neces-- 
sary to. examine and understand the 
problems ‘of social “and jinternational 
welfare and. to’ effect: their satisfac- 
tory solution. 

This is the challenge to, the world 
today, and more particularly to those 
to whom, the privilége of higher edu- . 
cation: has been extended, ;not only 
to. promulgate ‘the spirit of Christmas, 
but also to .divect it toward the at-

The Inter- Year Plays 


A Critique 


RIDDEHOUGH 


There are several ways of judging 
an artist’s performante. The first is 
the stern applicatién of the adult 
standard, a method. that. considers 
only what. the artist has actually: ac- 
complished,- ‘The “second; more com- 
passionate, ‘takes:less account of this 
and more account of the praiseworthy 
‘ampition that led the artist to at- 
tempt what the result proved was far 
beyond his powers. The first method 
considers thé’ result; the second, the 
difficulty of achievement. 

It was obvious that the judges of 
thé inter-year plays were guided by 
the second of thése principles when 
they awarded their decision to the 
Junior class: © “The Artist’? was in- 
deed a difficult play to-act, and the 
inevitable failure Scarcely ‘discredits 
the actors. Nevertheless, the decision 
puzzles one. Can anyone im the audi- 
ence truly say that for one instant he 
saw a group’ of Russian men and 
Wonien, and: not: five. Canadian. un- 
dergraduates reciting. from memory 
the words of a poor’ adaptation of a 
Tehekov story? 

To begin with—-the scenery itself 
scarcely added to the illusion, The 
erude ~ setting, so.-very. . obviously 
Stagy, intrudéd itself upon one’s at- 
tention, hoWever one strove to. tse 
one’s imagination and to meet the 
players half-way. When Nicoy directs 
attention to\ the falling leaves, bet- 
ter.‘ far that there should be .'no 
scenery at all than the. paint-smeared 
#bortions. with wHich-no. imagination 
can’ deal. 

Truly, acting. could not: be other. 
than difficult, against such a back- 
ground. Miss M:.~Threésher’s ‘pre- 
sentation of the Mother, the timid 
old lady dominated by her daughter, 
did her credit. Miss Jose MeCalluin, 
the strong-manded ‘girl, was not alto; 
géther corivincing.-.She did not sug- 
gest the practical intolerant>\social 
worker; and her ¢utting remarks Jack- 
ed the malevolence of the well-mean- 
ing.“ Moreover, her'slight stature put 
her at a’ disadvantage, especially 
when she stood beside Miss Owen. 
The latter's chief shortcoming: was 
that\she did not realise sufficiently 
the. emotiohul element of her role; 
Genya, to be effective, should be 
rather more than-an*attractive child. 
The minor role of Byelkurov was fair- 
ly well, sustained’ by Mr. Edmonds, 
whe: understood’ its fatuous com- 
placency. The really trying. part of 
the Artist: demanded. more of: Mr: 
Hyndman, perhaps, than. could .be 
fairly expected,’ for’ the dispropor- 
tionate amount of speech required’ of 
» him anade. the play hn awkward one 
\ for all concerned). “He-had but little 

control of emphasisy with thé result 

that -his impassioned: harangue say- 
oured foo miuch of “the soapbox. 


These, then, were the difficulties: 
But should those who fall. behind:on 
the course be. justified because’ they 
choose to-carry an avoidable burden? 
The. seléection«of this play was much 
more to be G¢riticised than the short- 
comings of thé five unfortunates who 
had to‘ make.the best of a bad busi- 
ness, 

More favourable conmiment could be 
made of the Semior play, “The Second 
Lié,”” and on the laudable attempt to 
show the work’ of a Canadian author. 
This is essentially a one-man - play, 
depending on‘ the part of Martin 
Seton, whose mind is so warped by 
disease and jgalousy that even in tak- 
ing his own life he seeks to atcom- 
plish the ruin of his wife’s happiness. 
So pathological a creature is  diffi- 
cult ‘to imagine, and so Mr. J. 0. €, 
Kirby. deserves commendation..He did 
not. overdo the villainy of :the role 
though it must ‘be admitted that he 
appeared a little too conscious of ‘it, 
and of the audience.» Martin’s death 
would ha¥e been better if the actor, 
in spite of stage difficulties, had kept 
to the. direttions as Mrs>: Mackay 
wrote them. The taking of the deadly 
capsule and the convulsive divé for 
the armchair appéaled -to the ‘mirth 
of some of. the audience, and one can 
hardly: blame them. 

In this play; too, much is:demanded 
of the heroine, It: was not) always 
easy, in- watching: Miss MeQueen’s 
aeting, to say whether: her. passivity 
was intended’ or whether - she was 
merely colourless, ». Her, words: were 
hard to follow bécayse of. her faint 
and hurried utterance. -In showing 
emotion she-was limited to “O!!, and 
an, attempt to swallow the back’. of 
her‘hand.- As for her make-up; it had 
been applied widely but not. well. 
Moreover, her costume “seemed: far 
too stylish for the-role. 

Mr. MacKenzie, as Eddie, was fairly 
good, though hé did not quite strfke 
the note of light-hearted youth. in’ a 
house of tragedy. Neither did Miss 
Kitely,; who. took the part of -Carrie. 
Her mode of walking was just a: lit- 
tle teo much of<a roll. :::The Doctor, 
played. by: Mr.-S.-G, Macdonald; was 
fair; Of: course, ‘this, role is: “under 
a disadvantage in. being. introduced 
only at the very end of ‘the’ play, 
when, events have conspired to dwarf 
what might sea béen a more strik- 
ing part. Mr. Oke,as the Con- 
stable, ‘was cae happy in his 
attempt to speak in: a Cockney ac- 
cent, which. did little beyond making 
him: almost imfpossible to understand. 
He provided the comic relief which 
is apparently intended by the author, 
but which, coupled) with the taking. of 
the capsules, came near to destroying 
the tragic effect altogether: d
